Introductory. 

This Report covers the jieriod from 1st April, 1935, to 
31st March, 1930, the eleventh year of the existence of the 
Inter-University Board, India. 

During the year the per,sonnel of the Board underwent 
the following changes - 

1 . The Board sustained a very heavy loss through the 

death of Dr. A. C. AVoolner. As one of the oldest 
members of the Board and as its Chairman for two 
years, Dr. Woollier rendered most distinguished 
service and the Board places on record the great 
loss sustained by it through his death. The Board 
also conveys its heartfelt sympathy to the Univer¬ 
sity of the Panjab. which has lost one of its most 
eminent Vice-Chancellors in Dr. AVoolner. The 
Panjab University has nominated the Dean of 
University Instruction. Dr. Ceorge Matthai, m.a.. 
Sc.D. (Cantab.), f.k.s.e., i.e.s., as its representative 
on the Board. 

2 . The Rt. Hon'ble 8. Srinivasa Sastri, C.H., P.C., 

Auce-C'hancellor of the Annamalai University, took 
the place of Dewan Bahadur S. K. Ranganadhan, 
M.A., who had been a member of the Board ever 
since the foundation in 1929 of the Annamalai 
University. 

3. The Rt. Hon'ble. Sir Akbar Hydari. IVawab Hyder 

Nawaz Jung Bahadur, LL.D.. took the place of 
Mr. A. H. Mackenzie, M.A.. B.Sc.. A.R.C.Sc., 
C.I.B., Pro-Vice-dancellor of the Osmania Uni¬ 
versity. 

The Board is indebted to both Dewan Bahadur S. E. 
Ranganadhan and Mr. A. H. Mackenzie for the very keen 
interest they took in its activities and for their sound advice 
on all matters considered by it. 
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In the Rt. Hon'ble Srinivasa Sastri the Board welcomes 
a statesman and educationist of experience and eminence 
well known in the public life of Grea.t Britain and of India. 
In the Rt. Hon'ble Sir Akbar Hydari the Board sees the re¬ 
turn of a most valued ex-Chairman who has thoroughly 
identified himself with the aims and ideals of the Board, and 
congratulates him on the great distinction of being appointed 
a member of His Majesty's Privy Council. 

The Board congratulates Sir S. Radhakrishnan on his 
appointment as Professor of Eastern Religions and Ethics in 
the University of Oxford. 

Mr. R. Littlehailes. M.A., C.I.E., Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Madras, was Chairman of the Board ; Pro¬ 
fessor A. R. AVadia. B.A. (Cantab.), Bar-at-Law, Professor 
of Philosophy, University of JMy.sore. continued to be its 
Secretary during the year. 

II 

Report of Action taken on the Re.soli’tions 
OF THE Board. 

Action has been taken on all the resolutioris of the Board 
passed at its last meeting held at Calcutta in February. 1935. 
[Vide pp. 157-168 of the Annual Bc]iort for 1934-35.) 

1 . AATth reference to Resolution HI. recjuesting the 
railway authorities in India to waive any premium charged 
to Engineering Graduates of Indian Ibiiversities desirous of 
undergoing training in their workshojis, the replies received 
indicate that railways which have been in the habit of 
charging a premium, are not prepared to change their practice. 
(Vide Appendix I.) 

2 . Be Resolution lA^, the proposal to include Sanskrit 
and Arabic in the list of optional subjects for the Indian 
Alilitary Examination has not met with the approval of the 
Army Department of the Government of India. (Vide 
Appendix II.) 

3. Resolution Ah regarding the desirability of a Uni¬ 
versity. teaching Astronomy, providing for adequate facilities 
for practical training in it, has been recorded or noted by the 
Aligarh, Annamalai. Nagpur and Patna IMiversities. The 
question is under the consideration of the Universities at 
Allahabad and Calcutta. Dacca does not specialise in 
Astronomy, and the resolution is not practicable in Lucknow, 
while no replies have yet been received from other Universities. 
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4. With reference to Resolution VI recommending co¬ 
education in primary and university stages, the University 
of Agra declares itself in favour of co-education at every 
stage of education, while the Muslim University of Aligarh is 
against the resolution. 

5. Resolutions VIT, VIll, IX, XVJ, XXXYITl were 
duly communicated to the autliorities concerned. 

6 . Resolution XI endorsed the suggestion of Dr. A. L 
Rowley rc Jlcononiic Hurvey of India and requested the Pro¬ 
vincial Governments to oi'ganise regional economic surveys with 
the assistance of Universities in their Provinces, ilost of the 
Provincial Government.s regret their inability to take any 
action mainly on account of financial stringency. The Govern¬ 
ment of Madras write that such economic surveys are best 
undertaken by the Universities themseh-cs and therefore 
do not feel called upon to take any action as desired by the 
Board. The Government of the North-We.st-Frontier Pro¬ 
vince approve the resolution and are j.irepared to undertake 
the survey with the co-operation of the Principals and Pro¬ 
fessors of Economics in the Province. The Government of 
the Panjab have v'ritten to say that the Panjab University 
is fairly well repre.sented on the Panjab Board of Economic 
Enquiry and they are further ])re]mred to take advantage 
of the offer of the Universities to assi.st in further research, 
{Vide Apjiendix III.) 

7. The Imperial Council of Agricultural Research have 
been pleased to accejit the suggestion of the Board, a,s ex- 
pres.sed in Resolution XIV, that elections by the Board to 
the Council be held at the annual meetings of the Board and 
that in the meantime the old re]iresentatives of the Board be 
permitted to retain their seats on the Council. The Board is 
grateful to the Council for their acceptance of the resolution. 
(Fide Appendix E.). 

8 . Resolution XV re migration certificates has been 
found generally acceptable to the Universities so far a,s the 
first three clauses of the resolution are, concerned. The 
fourth clause recommending “that in the case of a student 
who was at any time debarred from appeal ing at an examina¬ 
tion, the fact of his having been so debarred should be expli¬ 
citly mentioned in the migration certificate ' ha,s met wdth a 
mixed reception. The Agra, Aligarh, j\Iadra.s and Osmania 
Universities are definitely opposed to the .suggestion. The 
Allahabad, Dacca, .Lucknow, Nagpur, and Panjab Universities 
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are prejjared to accept it. Informative replies from other 
Universities have, not been received. (Vic/e A])pendix IV.) 

9. As required by He,solution XVJl the opinions of the 
T.hiiver.sities having cour.ses in Teaching were invited abont 
the question of founding an In.stitute of Apjilied Psychology. 
They will be found in Aptieiidix Y. The que.stion has been 
placed on the Agenda of the meeting of the Board for further 
consideration. 

10 . With reference to I’esolution XVI11 a cojjy of Hir 
Philip Hartog s Intentatiomd Institute Exantinutions Inquiry 
Committee Report has been only recentlv received. In the 
meantime data are being collected from lbiiversitie,s in India 
as to how examinations are conducted bv them. A consoli¬ 
dated re]iort will be iirepared as soon as all the neco,ssary 
information has been collected. 

11 . Pv-esolution XIX was cominunic.ited to the Xational 
Committee of Intellectual Co-operation. 31 oils. H. Bonnet. 
Director of the Institute, ha.s writteji to thank the Board for 
consenting to act as the X’ational Comniittee for India on all 
questions of policy affecting higher education and goe.s on 
to say: “In so far as it is concerned, the Institute will he 
happy to discuss in future evith the Inter-l'niversity Board 
all questions relating to higher education and coming within 
the framework of the International Intellectual Co-ojieration 
Organisation'', 

12 . Resolution XXI regarding the formation of provincial 
committees, consisting of the re])resentatives of the Provincial 
Governirrents concerned and Univer.sities. has been accepted 
by the CTOverniiieut of the Xorth-West-Frontier Province. 
No reply has been received from the other Provincial 
Governmeirts. (Vide Appendix VI.) 

13. In reply to Resolutions XXII and XXIIl re the 
disposal of antiquities found after archseological excavations 
undertaken by foreign bodies, a sympathetic reply has been 
received from the Government of India, ])ointing out that 
the original notification of the Government of India really 
had in mind what the resolution of the Board .seeks to compass : 
“There is no intention of allowing objects of historical impor¬ 
tance to be removed in large numbers from India and the rule 
will be admiiristered so as to retain in India objects of historical, 
which are also of national, importance in the sense of being 
valuable for the study of ancient Indian History.” The 
Board is grateful to the Government of India for this assurance 
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as well as for informing the Board that the revival of the 
system of granting research scholarshij)s in the Archaeological 
Department is already under their consideration. 

The second part of the resolution requesting Provincial 
Governments to consult suitably constituted committees before 
making their recommendations to the Government of India 
with reference to archa'ological discoveries within their 
Provinces was communicated to the Governments concerned. 
So far the Government of the North-West-Proutier Province 
are the only Government to reply ; they accept the resolution. 
{V'l/lf Appendix VI I.) 

14. Resolution XXIV rc the retention of indiiin Philo¬ 
sophy and Ex])erimental f^sychology in the list of subjects 
for the Indian Civil Service Examination was communicated 
to the Public, Service Commission. The question is still under 
the consideration of the Home Depar^-nient of the Government 
of India. (Thdc Appendix VIH.) 

lo. Resolution XXVII reque,sting the Eniversities to 
have the elate of birth recorded in the Matriculation Certificate 
has not met with the apiiroval of the l'ni^•ersity of Madras. 
Several other Universities have not yet communicated their 
decision. (I'w/c Appendix IX.) 

16. Resolution XXVIII recommending the institution 
of scholarships in every University in India exclusively for 
students from other Universities in India was passed 
on the initiative of the t'alcutta University, and Calcutta 
University is the only University that has accepted it. Most 
of the other Universities plead financial stringency. Panjab 
University is prepared to consider the question on a basis of 
reciprocity. ( Vide Appendix X.) 

17. Resolution XXIX requesting the Royal Com¬ 
missioners for the Exhibition of ISol to extend to India the 
benefit of the scholarships awarded by them only to students 
selected from the Universities in other Overseas Dominions 
of the British Empire has succeeded in eliciting from the 
Commissioners a very sympathetic reply, though they plead 
financial inability to give, immediate effect to their desire to 
include India in the scheme. {Vide Appendix XI.) 

18. Resolution XXX recommending the provision of 
facilities for Physical Training in everv Province has met with a 
very sympathetic reception. From the replies received it 
is clear that the question of physical training has been already 
receiving considerable attention at the hands of Provincial 
and University authorities. (Vide Appendix XII.) 
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]9. Eesolutiori XXXT rr. instituting a Diploma in 
Journalism has been generally recorded by most Universities. 
The Lucknow. Osmania and Panjab Universities have accepted 
the principle undeclying the Resolution. The University of 
Madras is taking step>s to institute a Itiplonia in Journalism. 
(Vide Appendix XI11.) 

20. Pesolution XXXIl recommended Military Training 
as an additional ‘pdional subject at the liitermediate and 
B.A. stages. This question has eiig;iged the attention of 
the Pioard as ^^■ell a,s of the Universities t onferences. but the 
question is fraught with so nianv difficulties : financial, 
technical and administrative, that the [hiiversities seem to 
have lost their interest in the subject. Xagjmr University 
and the Board of High School and Intermediate Education, 
U. P.. Allahabad, have instituted examinations in the subject, 
but no steps have been taken to give effect to these courses. 
On the initiative of the Univer.sity of Madras the question 
of addressing the Government of India to afford additional 
facilities for ivlilitary Training has been placed on the Agenda 
for the Board's cousicleration. (Vide Appendix XIY.) 

21. Pesolution XXXTY rc the granting of migration 
eertificates has been generally accepted by the Universities. 
(Efdc Appendix XY.) 

22. Resolution XXXY asking for various concessions 
from the Railway Board, it is regretted, has not met with 
a favourable response. (Tide Ajipeudix XYl.) 

23. Resolution XXXYl requesting the University which 
invites the Inter-University Board to organise inter-universitv 
contests and debate.S has been generally recorded or acfejited 
by the Universities. A beginning is to be made in this direction 
by the Aligarh Phriversity. (Pff/c Appendix XYTL). 

24. Resolution XIjT recommended the recognition of 
research work done at the Imp>erial Institutes at IMuktesar 
and Pusa for the award of research degrees br^ Jlniversifies. 
Calcutta, Dacca and N'agpur Uiiiver.sities have accepted this 
recommendation. Lucknow Univer.sity ])leads inability to 
accept it in vieev of the provisions of the Act governing it. 
Madras Plniversity is prepared to consider each case on its 
merits. (Vide Appendix XVIII.) 

25. As required by Resolution XLII the o])inion oi the 
Libraries Association. Calcutta, was invited in connection 
with the publication of the I.mion Catalogue of Journals and 
Sets of Journals available in the Lhiiversities in India. The 
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Secretary of the Association has very kindly consented to 
undertake the publication, juovided satisfactory financial 
assistance is rendered by the Board. The cjuestiou has been 
placed on the Agenda for further consideration. {Yule 
Appendix XIX.) 

2b. Besolution XLllI was forwarded to the l^niver- 
sities along with a copy of the letter of Mr. Ernest t'hamjmess 
re starting Adult School Movement in India. Kephes have 
been summarised in Apjiendix XX and are to be considered 
by the Board. 

27. Kesolution XL IV requesting the L'niver.sity of 
Cambridge to grant the privilege of affiliation to Bass students 
of the Universities in the United I'rovinces was coniinnnicated 
to the ^Registrar of the (lainbridge ITiiversity. The resolu¬ 
tion has not been accepted by the ITiiversity of ('ambridge. 
but the letter of the Registrar seeks to show that the dis¬ 
advantages under which a jia.ss graduate of the Universities 
in the United Pro^dnees labours are unsubstantial. (Vide 
Appendix XXI.) 

28. Resolution XLV requested the Universities to under¬ 
take the preliminary judging of the plays offered in connection 
with prizes offered by the Indian Village "Welfare Association, 
London. In response to a suggestion the authorities of the 
Association have generously raised the value of the prizes. 
The most valuable part of the competition is the impetus it 
will give to ^rnung Indians to devote some thought to Infant 
Marriage, one of the mo.st vital problems confronting India 
to-day. All Universities with the exception of the Univer¬ 
sity of Madras, have agreed to undertake the work of preli¬ 
minary judging and the thanks of the Board are due to the 
Universities concerned and the judges appointed by them for 
this purpose. {Vide Appendi.x XXII.) 

29. Resolution XLVl requested the ffovernment of 
India to pay the Travelling .Allorvance to representatives of 
the Universities on the Animal and Husbandry Wing and the 
Crops and Soils Wing of the Board of Agriculture and Animal 
Husbandry, but the Government of India have not been able 
to accept it. {Vide Appendix XXTIT.) 

30. Resolution XLVII requesting the Public Service 
Commission to retain Natural Science in the list of subjects 
for several of the All-India Competitive Examinations has 
not been accepted by the Government of India, 
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Correspondence on Important Questions. 

1. At the request of the International Institute of 
Intellectual Co-operation of the League of Kations the Board 
has been collecting material relating to India for the Inter¬ 
national Educational Bibliography. 

2. As in the jnevinus years a scholarship for an Indian 
student Avas offered by the Colorado Scliool of Hines. Colden. 
Colorado. Tt aa'rs given all the necessary ])ub]icity, but no 
candidate came forivard to qualify for it. 

3. Dr. S. L. Joshi of the Dartmouth College. I'. S.. made 
an interesting suggestion that the Board should take stei).s 
to enlist the co-operation of the Carnegie Trustees for the 
solution of some jiroblems of education in India, hlis letter 
Avas communicated to the members of the Board and it has 
been placed on the Agenda for furtlier consideration, 

4. At the reque.st of the University of Bombay the 
Board secured information as to the attitude cd' other Uni¬ 
versities in India on the question of formation of a committee 
to serve as a link between the Univer.sities and Liternatiomd 
Universities Conference. B'eplies or the Universities were 
forwarded to the University of Bombay and have been 
summarised in Appendix XXlV. 

5. The Board continued to fund ion as EmplciAinent 
Bureau. The case of Dr. Herman Kramlrl is specially Avorthy 
of mention in this connection. The Director of the Kern 
Institute at Leyland, Holland, reconjmended liis name lor 
appointment in any of the Departments td' Economies and 
Sociology. It was suggested that his salary AA'ouId be borne 
by the Carnegie Trustees, but the appointing I diversity in 
India Avould have to bear the cost of his passage AAoth a small 
additional monthly alloAvance. 

6. At the request of the Educational Commissioner AAuth 
the Government of India all the Universities in India Avere 
supplied AAuth information relating to the Seventh Imperial 
Social Hygiene Congress held in London in July 1935. 

7. In connection with the Agenda of the First Meeting 
of the Central AdAusory Board of Education the Educational 
Commissioner Avith th(! Government of India AA-anted infor¬ 
mation with reference to the teaching of Moral and Social 
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Hygiene in Indian Universities. The information was duly 
collected and forwarded to the Educational Commissioner. 

8. The University of Nagpur suggested that the Board 
should undertake to publish every year a consolidated list 
of debarred or rusticated candidates of all Universities in 
India. The suggestion was circulated among the Univer¬ 
sities, but in view of the replies received from some Univer¬ 
sities the subject has been placed on the Agenda for further 
consideration. {Vide Appendix l^.) 

9. Several inquiries from students and the general 
public were received and all available information was supplied. 
The Secretary of the British Institute of Adult Education, 
London, sought the assistance of the Board in order to find 
ont how far gramophones are made use of for educational 
purposes in liidia. All the available information in this 
connection was furnished to him. 

10. The Board continued to be in touch with the various 
departments of the Goverument of India, the Imperial Coimcil 
of Agricultural I'esearch. the Bublic .Service Commission, 
the Universities Bureau of the British Empire, the Inter¬ 
national .Students' Service, the International Institute of 
Intellectual Co-o]ieration and the High Commissioner for 
India in England, The Board has been requested this year 
also to recommend two candidates from among the members 
on the .stafl’s of Indian Universities for the award of a Carnegie 
Corporation Grant for the vear 1936-.37. The Board notes 
with great pleasure that Dr. Meghnad .Saha. F.ILC..S.. Pro- 
fes.sor of PLysic.s in the University of Allahabad, who had 
been reccimmended for a Carnegie Grant for 1935-36 was 
awarded one. This is the third successive year when an 
Indian has been thus honoured and this may be taken as a 
proof of the status that Indian scholars have achieved for 
themselves in the world of scliolar.ship.

rrmLICATIONS. 

Apart from the Anvual Report of the Board for 1934-35. 
the Board published a pamphlet entitled Bihlwqraphy of 
Doctorate Theses in Srience ami Arts nreepted by Indian 
Universities from. Jammry. 1930. It is trusted that this will 
prove of some use to research workers and that it will serve 
to give the general public some idea of the variety of subjects 
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which have engaged the attention of Indian scholars. The 
Board record with pleasure the letter of Sir Richard A. 
Gregory. Editor. Nature, London. (Vide AppendixXXV). 

A fresh echtion of the Handbook of Indian Vnivcrsitios 
will shortly be published. It has been found to meet the re¬ 
quirements of the student public, while the general public 
finds in it a handy reference book on the Universities in India.

A. H. Mackenzie, 
Pro-Auce-Chancellor of the Osm.aniu Univer.sity. The 
Universities in India are strongly repjresented on the Central 
Advi.sorv Board cjf Education, which is ex])cc'ted to pday an 
imj^ortant part in unifying the educutional policies of the 
Provinces and States of IVderated India. 

2. Til accordance with one of the recommendations of 
the Crop Planning Conference convened in >lune 1034, by the 
Government of India in Simla^ Standing Committees on Rice 
and Wheat have been set up under the Imjicrial Council of 
Agricultural Research to consider all matters relating to the 
production, marketing and general improvement of the two 
crops. The Inter-University Board has been granted the 
privilege of recommending six names of Professors and Readers 
in Economics and Commerce, (three for each Committee), wlio 
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are actually interested in agricultural economics and marketing. 
As a result of an election duly conducted the following six 
names have been recommended for the Committees:

Desirability of Not Charging any Premium to Engineering Graduates 
desirous of undergoing training in Railway Workshops. 

Resolution No- III of 1935 .■ 

Resolved that the railway authorities be requested to con¬ 
sider the desirability of not charging anv premium to Engi¬ 
neering Gi'aduates of Indian Universities de.siious of under¬ 
going practical training in their woikshop.s. 

The resolution was foiw.irded to such of the radwav companies 
which charge premia to Engiiieeiing Graduates of Indian Universities 
who wi.sh to undergo practical training in their workshops, as also to 
the Director. Railway Department of the Government of India (Railway 
Board), New Delhi, and a suinmar>' of their replies is given below : 

The Agent, Bengal-Nagpur Railway House, Kidderpore, Calcutta.— 
“No premium is cluirged by this railway to Engineering students for 
training in (ii'il Engineering.' 

The Agent, Eastern Bengal Railway, 3 Koilaghat Street, Calcutta.— 

“I have the honour to C‘V])l.iin that on State Raihvays, of w'hieh this is 
one. the Rules conti'o'Iine the adniissiou of aiqii'euticos are framed by 
the Railway Board."

Inclusion of Sanskrit and Arabic in the list of Optional Subjects 
for the Indian Military Examination. 

Resolution No. IV of 1935 ; 

Resolved that the. Public Service Commission be requested to 
include Sanskrit and Arabic in the list of optional subjects 
for the Indian Military Academy Examination.

‘ 1 am directed to refer to Resolution No, IV passed by the Inter- 
University Board at its meeting hehl at Calcutta in February 1935, 
on the above subject, and to .say that the existing syllabus of the Indian 
Military Academy entrance examination is basi'cl on that recommended 
by the Indian Military College Committee in 1931. That Committee, 
after carefully considering the syllabu.s prescribed for the old Sandhurst 
entrance examination, decided to omit Arabic and San.skrit. and the 
experience of the Pulilic Service Commission during the intervening 
years ha.s completely confirmed the visdom of their decision. From 
the reports of successive Interview and Record Boards the Public Service 
Commission have come to realise the difiiculfy of obtaining candidates 
who have a sufficient knowledge, of the ordinary, everyday, common¬ 
place things which they ought to know, and need to know, if they are 
to follow intelligently the cour.'e.s of instruction at the Indian Military 
Academy. The existing syllabus aims at eii.suring that the successful 
candidates in the examination do not find themsclve.s unable to benefit 
by the instruction they receive when they join that institution, and 
the Commission strongly deprecate any change which would have the 
ciTect of distracting the attention of young boys from the practical 
subjects which are required for thi' military profession.' The Govern¬ 
ment of India accept the Commission's view, and accordingly regret 
their inabibtv to adopt the lecommendation contained in the resolu¬ 
tion of the Inter-Univer.sity Board referred to above. 

f am to add that the presence of French .and German in the syllabus 
is often used as an argument for the inclusion of Arabic and Sanskrit 
also. The eases are, however, by no means parallel. In reality very 
few boys take either French or German, but a knowledge of either of 
these languages might be of groat use to an officri- while on foreign 
service, or while studying to improve hi.s professional knowledge of 
two of the great military powers of the world.”

Organisation of Regional Economic Surveys. 

Ecsnlution No. XI of 1935 ; 

Resolved that this Board rexognise.s the importance of Dr. 
Bowley’s suggestion and requests the Provincial Governments 
to organise regional economic, .surveys with the assistance of 
the Universities in their Province.^. 

Summary of Replies Received; 

Government of Assam.—It appears to the Government of Assani 
that Professor Bowlev’.s propo.sal contemplated some sort of Central 
Committee, assisted financiallv hv the Government of India, to co¬ 
ordinate economic surveys which the Universities might cany out. 
The Government of Assam do not feel certain that the Intor-Ilniveisity 
Board's re.solution. asking Provincial Governments to carry out such 
surveys with the as.sist<ince of the loc.ol Universities, in the absence of 
guidance or co-ordination from any central authority, amounts to the 
same thing. The Government of Assam fear, however, that in any case 
such a scheme would he beyond their present means. 

Government of Bihar and Orissa.—The local Government are not 
111 n position to take action on the line.s suggested by you until they 
are aware of the decisions of the Government of India on the recommen¬ 
dation made by the Government of India f^tatistical and Economic 
Enquiries Committee. 

Government of Bombay.—They regret that, owing to financial 
stringency, they cannot undertake at present the regional economic 
surveys recommended by the Board. 

Government of Burma.—The Univer.sity of Rangoon U propo.sing 
to extend its studv of this question and the Local Government will 
consider what action by it is de,Grable when the study of the question 
by the University- has been further developed. 

Government of Central Provinces.—Owing to financial stringency 
this Government has been unable to undertake any such work at pre¬ 
sent, but that if a.nv concrete j.'roposal U placed before it the matter 
will be considered further. 

Government of Madras.— In the address under reference. Dr. 
Bowley was urging that a realistic bent should be given to economic 
studies in Universities and that statistics should have a more definite 
place in University teaching. It i,s clear that this .suggestion was 
intended for the. Universities. 

Apart from the fact that the conduct of regional survey^s by Govern¬ 
ments is not advocated in the address, thi.s Government’s view has 
been that such survevs are best undertaken under the auspices of the 
Universities and they accordingly regret their inability to take any 
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action at present in furtherance of the Inter-University Board’s resolu¬ 
tion. 

Government of North-West-Frontier Province.— Resolution No. XI 
meets with the approval of this Government and arrangements are 
being made to enlist the co-operation of the Principals of the three 
colleges in this Prownce (there is no University at present) and Professors 
of Economics will shortly undertake regional economic surveys in the 
districts in which their colleges are located. 

Government of the Panjab.— The Punjab University is fairly well

Resolution No XVII of 1935 ; 

Resolved that the ojiinions of T'niveisities having Courses in 
Teaching be invited. {Re the question of founding an Institute 
of Applied P.sychology with '^jjecial reference to Teaching, 
jircferably on an Inter-University ba.sis.) 

Opinions of Universities: 

Annamalai. —Recorded. 

Calcutta. —The University maintains a Department of Psvchology 
and would be willing to eo-oiier.itc if such an Institute is established in 
Calcutta. 

Lucknow. —The Inicknow Universitv agree.s in principle that there 
should be an Institute of Ajqilied Psychology for further researches on 
the problems bearing on teaching. Such an institution would meet a 
real need in the teaching profession. The function of the Institute as 
we envisage it would be. (i) in the first place to select problems, which 
should he investigated at several centres at the same time, each University 
being encouraged to specialise along .some line, (ii) these data should 
be published under the au.spices of the projiosed Institute, and (iii) 
the Institute would be authorised to admit .students for carrying on 
researches under niemhers speeially authorised foi the purpose. 

2. The Universitv of Lucknow will he glad to eo-operate with 
the Institute in the scheme suggested above, on the distinct understanding 
that the Uiiivensity is not in a jiosition to incur any financial obligations 
in this behalf at ] resent. 

Madras.— The Svndicate. after consulting the Board of Studies in 
Teaching in tins T^niversitv. ha.s resolved to forward the lollowing 
remarks of the Board on the question ■— 

1. The institution of aii Institute of Ajiplied Psychology has been 
a long-felt want, in view of the phi'iiouienal growth of education and 
educational problems in India, not to sjieak of vital problems in ei'ery 
other department of human activity (industrial, social, rcligiou.s. 
political, etc.). Most of the solutions .seem to have been guided by 
opinion, tradition and authority, as different from the application of 
the scientific and objective methods of procedure and research. 

2. An ideal Institute would envisage a.s coming within its purview- 
all the problems above rcfeiTed to, as each is vitally connected with 
and influences every other problem, in different ways and in different 
measures. 

3. An Institute with its scope restricted to educational investi¬ 
gations only would he indicated under circumstances implying difficulties 
in starting and lunning the more comprehensive type.

4. An Justitute confining its scope to Education would have to 
expand in the neav future to include by ilegrees all the factors which 
apparently belong ro the other asjrects of Indian life, but have their 
own l eactions on education, influencing it and being in turn influenced 
by it. Such a progressive expansion and co-ordination would ultimately 
lead to a fuller realization of the pos.sibibties of scientific research 
functioning in the .scheme of Indian life as a whole. It may be stated 
that the formation of .such a central Institute of Applied Psychology 
for India would be of immense value to all departments of life in India 
and while educational psychology with .special reference to Indian 
conditions will malce a vital coiiTribution to the social, religious and 
political life of future India, cdiic.itional ]i.sychologv also stands to gain 
by the co-operation of other departments besides educational, and such 
co-ordination will give a new turn to some a.sjiects of Indian life and 
education. 

5. The central Institute conceived with reference to Education 
in the first instance .should be started after a due and careful considera¬ 
tion of all the responsibilities, financial and of personnel, the exact 
determination of scope and lines of jirocednre. a clear enunciation of 
the objectives and outcomes jiroposed to be achieved and practical 
realization in application. 

6. The success of such ,i central lii.stitute will dejiend in a large 
measure on the mutual underetauding and willing sustained co-operation 
which it will have to .secure frcmi Piwincial centres and Institutions, 
p.g., TramingCollege.s and (Schools, with a ropiesentative staff of experts 
specially trained in the technique ,of .scient'fic research.

recommendation regarding a. central Bureau of Education.

immediately owing to financial limitations it may be necessary to begin 
with one In.stitute. The location of such an Institute will naturally 
depend oil the facilities available.

Acconumduiiov. —It is assumed that some public building will 
be made available for housing the Institute. It would be desirable to 
provide a Lecture Hall to accommodate an audience of about 200 per- 
son.s, a Practical Hall for about 20 students, a Library and Reading 
Room, about 6 small rooms for post-graduate students to fit up their 
special apparatus, a Workshoji, an Animal room, an Office room, and 
rooms for the Professor.^ and the Reader.

It would be desirable for the Institute to run a Half-Yearh' Journal 
for the publication of research worh undertaken by the Institute. The 
actual topics of research will largely depend upon the Staff chosen. 
The above problems are put down merely to indicate the type of mate¬ 
rial that calls for early attention. 

Rec.urrwg Erprnchivir .—It is recognised that it would be hazardous 
to estimate the monthly expenditure on Stall salaries, without knowing 
the city in which the In.stitute will he located for; the cost of living 
and the prevailing rates of home rents in large cities like Bombay or 
Calcutta might vary considerably as compared to those prevailing in 
other smaller (ities.

Nagpur. —This subject was referred to the Faculty of Education 
which is of opinion that the time for an Institute of this kind has not 
yet come. 

Osmania. —No definite opinion can be expressed till further details 
are received. 

Fanjab. —The proposal seems extremely vague, and it is not clear 
ns to what will be the object of this institute, and Whether its main 
function is to be research in Applied Psychology, or to offer some kind 
of training to students. If the former object is in view, very 
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large sums would be required for this purpose, and there is no ])Tospect 
of Indian Universities being in a position to contribute the amount 
required. If the object is to train students, it is not indicated as to 
what class of students are to be trained, or whether the training i.s to be 
of a theoretical character, or some kind of professional training is to be 
offered. There are already plenty of agencies for the training of teachers, 
and there is no scope for the employment of Psychologists who have 
had a training in Industrial Psychology. 

.If the University has any funds at its disposal which it is 

willing to devote to the advancement of Psychology, these should be 
applied to strengthening the Department of Psychology which already 
exists in this University. 1 have asked for the employment of a whole¬ 
time demonstrator in this subject. The next step should be the creation 
of one or more studentships, so that a few advanced students can be 
put into woik on re.search problems. 

Patna— Recorded. 

1. There is no doubt about the de.sirability of such an institution 
if a satisfactory scheme, on a sonnd financial basis, can be framed. 

2. It seems however premature to take up the question until {a) 
the majoritv of Indian Universities have two years post-graduate courses 
in Education (so far onlv the following Universitie.® have two years 
post-graduate courses: Patna. Dacca and Rangoon), [h] there is a 
laboratory for work in Applied Psychology in most of the training colleges 
in India. 

Rangoon.— In the opinion of this University the foundation of 
an Institute of Applied Psychology with special reference to teaching 
preferably on an Inter-University basis is (le.'^irable, but that this 
Universitv finds it impossible for financial and other reasons to support 
the proposal.

"The first part of the resolution has been’ communicated to the 
Government of India. I have the honour to invite your particular 
attention to the second part of the resolution. As a rule courses of 
study for competitive examinations are usuaUv linked up with the 
subjects .studied in Tuivcrsitie.s. The object of competitive examina¬ 
tions being to secure the best candidates, it is desirable That no able 
students should be handicapped in a competitive examination by the 
fact that the subject or suhjcct.s in which fie has distinguished himself 
at his Univer.sitv do not find a idace in the curriculum of the 
competitive examination concerned. Omission of several important 
.subjects inflicts great haidsbip on ‘students taking uji those subjects 
and indirectly aficcts the study of tho.se .subjects in the Universities 
as very able students may jirefer to avoid them, just because the)- will 
be of no u.se for competitive examinations. Thi.s is a very serious 
consideration which affects Universities x-ery intimately. It is for this 
reason th.at the Board is anxious that before any changes arc affected 
in the curriculum of competitive examinations the Tnter-Imiversit)' 
Board should be consulted. If your Commission is id'^ased to accejit 
this recommendation of the Board, it will go a great nay to satisfy the 
Toquiiements of the Unh-ersities, the University students and of the 
Commission a.s well, if they wish to select the best candidates and not 
merely the best candidates taking certain subjects. I have the honour 
to request you for a favourable reply. ’

'■ I have the honour to comniiinicatp to yon the following resolution 
passed by the Inter-University Board at their last raeeting held at 
Calcutta in February 1935 ;— 

Resolution No. XXIX of 1935 ; 

Resolved that the Royal Commissioners for the Exhibition of 
1851 be requested to extend to India the benefit of the scholar¬ 
ships awarded by them hitherto only to students selected from 
the Universities in othcjr Overseas Dominions of the British 
Empire. 

On the initiative of the Calcutta University this question was 
considered by the Inter-University Board and all the representatives 
of the different Universities in India agreed that in equity, Indian 
students should be eligible for the .soholarship.s annually awarded b)’ 
the Royal Commissioners for the Exhibition of 1851. In view of the 
fact that India is an integral part of the British Empire and also in 
view of the fact that in recent yeans Indian Universities have produced 
many eminent .scieutiste, it i.s desirable that Indian students should 
not be debarred from participating in the advantages of .so imperial a 
scheme as that of the .scholarship.s awarded by the Royal Commission¬ 
ers for the Exhibition of 1851. The Board trusts that your Commis¬ 
sioners will be jileased to accept the resolution noted above. 

In this connection 1 may be permitted to draw' your attention to 
the fact that a. scheme for the Carnegie Corjioration Grants has been 
worked for the last four years by the Universitie.s' Bureau of the 
British Empire in London. They are open to a member of a Univer¬ 
sity staff in any of the doininioii.s of the Empire. The number of grants 
is not large enough to give an equal chance to the dominions, but there 
has been an equitable distribution of the grant.s among the different 
dominions and 1 am glad to inform you that during three years two 
eminent Indians were aw'ardcd a grant and it is not unlikely that this 
year also India may get one grant. If for any reasons you find that 
the number of scholarships awarded by you i.s not large enough to go 
the round of all the dominions, I beg to request you to consider the 
feasibility of adopting the .scheme of the Carnegie Corporation Grants. 

The resolution referred to above was pas.sed unanimously by the 
representatives of all the Universities and the Board trusts that the 
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■Royal Commissioners lor the Exhibition of 1851 will be pleased to 
consider it most sympatheticallv.

‘'1 have the honour to acknowledge your h'tter of April 16th for¬ 
warding to the Commissioners a resolution, pa.ssed bv the Inter-Uni- 
ver.sity Board at their meeting ,it (hlcutta in February last, in favour 
of the extension to India of tlu' Commissioners' Overseas Scholarships 
Scheme. 

In reply I am to inform you that this question has already received 
the careful and sympathetic attention of the Commissioners, who 
informed the riider-Seeretarv of State for India on November 22nd, 
19.34, that it is their wish to extend the benefits of the scheme to India 
as soon as their financial ]iositiou allows it. This desire they have 
since reiterated in their ISlinth Report to the Clown which was pre¬ 
sented to Parliament bv command of His Majestv in April lust.* 

Fnfortnnateh’ the existing resources of the Commissioners do 
not allow of anv increase- of the fund available for Overseas Scholar¬ 
ships, and until this is jiossible they cannot iiicrcas.e the number of 
annual awards or modify the ])rcsent system of allotting the Scholar¬ 
ships. 

While, therefore, the Conmiissioners can hold out no immediate 
hope of including India in the scheme, they nevertheless desire me to 
assure you that tliev are anxious to bring this about as soon as tbeir 
financial position inpiiovc-, ' 


* We have referred to the remarkable success which has attended the operation of 
this scheme during the pa^t forty-four years and we have expressed the hope that the 
great benefits which our Scholarships have conferred on scientific education at home 
and in the Dominions may, at no distant date, be extended to India and other parts of 
the Empiie which are not yet included in the .scheme. 
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in that section. Such students as are regular members of the Univer¬ 
sity Team or a College or Tlostel Team and produce a statement signed 
by the University or College or Hostel Captain concerned to that effect 
will be permitted to join section (g) but each of such students will only 
be given credit under Ordinance 4 for the number of matches actually 
played by him. If such a student does not play sixty matches he must 
make up the balance of the number of jieriods required by Ordinance 
4 by attendance at some other of the above-nienfioned sections. 

For .section (g) students shall be placed under the supervision of 
the Principal or Warden concerned, or for members of the Delegacy 
under that of the Proctor and they shall be responsible for maintaining 
a proper attendance Register.

—Facihties for physical training for all resident students 
are provided at the Lucknow L'niversity. A compulsory system of 
physical training for all undergraduate students has been tried and 
found impracticable. The present .sy.stcni i.s governed by the regula¬ 
tion given below :— 

“A system of voluntary physical training has been introduced 
with effect from 1st Augu.st. 1931, under the expert super- 
vi.sion of a qualified Director of Physical Instruction who 
is in charge of (a) voluntaiy physical training and minor 
games, (6) training for track and field athletics, (c) 
gymnasiiun, and (d) hygiene and health education in hostels.” 
(The University Regulations on this subject is found in the University of 
Lucknow Prospectus, pages 32-35. The Annual Report for the year 
1934 contains the report of the Proctor and the Director of Physical 
Instruction.) 

Madras. —The Syndicate has re.solved that the resolution be recorded. 
The Physical Training is already a compulsory eouise in this Univer¬ 
sity for all students undergoing the Intermediate course. 

Mysore. —The University Council i.s in sympathy with the resolu¬ 
tion. Certain facilities for physical training are already provided in 
this LTniversity. It is under contemplation to extend these as soon as 
circumstances permit. 

Osmania. —-The University provides adequate facilities for Physical 
Training and the staff consists of a Director (Part-time), one whole¬ 
time Physical Instructor (Rs. 250-400) and two assistants (Rs. 110-136). 
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Patna. The Syndicate agree with the opinion of the Inter-Univer¬ 
sity Board in the matter. 

The Secretary to Government, United Provinces, Allahabad. —Every 
effort is at present being made by the Government of tlie United Pro¬ 
vinces to provide faeilitie.s for physical training. 

The Governor and the Minister of Education, Government of Assam, 
Shillong. The Government of A.ssam have already done what is possible 
to introduce physical culture in schooLs bv (I) the introduction of drill, 
gymnastics and organised game.s under qualified instructors, (2) the 
provision of gymnastic equipment. (3) the encouragement of school 
sports, and (4) the introduction of medical inspection. Five young men 
trained at the Aoung Men Christian A.saociation School of Physical 
Education, Madras, have been stationed at five centres to tour and 
give instruction at the schools in their jurisdiction. Phvsical exercises 
have been made an item of the curriculum m all recognized educational 
institutions. Further development awaits improvement in the finances 
of the Province. 

Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Education Department, 
Calcutta. —The Government of Bengal (Mini.strv of Education) have 
long recognized the desirability of providing physical training in the 
educational institutions of thus Province. A Phvsical Director was 
appointed some years ago and a Training Centre lias rccentlv been opened 
for training school teachers. The Calcutta T’nivcr.sitv also have rccentlv 
amended their regulations to requivc as a condition of recognition, 
that a school shall provide faeilitie.s for giving physical training to all 
its pupils. 

The Offg, Secretary to Government, Education and Development 
Department, Government of Bihar and Orissa, Ranchi. —The Government 
of Bihar and Orissa (Ministry of Education) have long recognised the 
importance of providing facilities for physical training. 

The Secretary to the Government of Burma, Education Department, 
Rangoon. —Burma already has a sanctioned scheme for Phvsical Training 
in schools. There is an Assistant Inspector of Physical Training in 
schools and it is hoped that it will be possible to expand the pre.sent 
scheme when Provincial finances improve. Physical Training is com¬ 
pulsory in all schools in the Province and intensive training courses are 
held for teachers every year and Physical Tiistructors’ Certificates are 
issued to those who successfully complete the course. The constituent 
Colleges of the Rangoon University have made adequate provision 
for the Physical Education of their students. 

The Officiating Secretary to the Government of Bombay, Educational 
Department, Bombay Castle. —So far as physical training in colleges is 
concerned the University of Bombay has laid dovn the following require¬ 
ments :— 
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(1) The DniveKity should requii'e each affiliated college to intro¬ 

duce a scheme for organizing the physical training of students 
subject in each case to the approval of the Syndicate. 

(2) Theie should be a ITniversity Board or Committee who should 

advise the Ilnivcrsity ui regard to all matters affecting 
physical training in the University. 

(3) A large measure of freedom should be given to the colleges in 

regard to the methods of physical training which they should 
adopt. 

(f) Principals of all colleges should report annually to the Uni¬ 
versity on the working oi the schemes introduced by them in 
their colleges. 

As regards physical training in secondary schools, this Government 
appointed in 1927 a Committee to enipiire into and report on the question 
of phy.sictd training of jnipilsiu primaiy and .secondary schools in this 
Presidency. The l ecoinmeudations made by the Committee were consi¬ 
dered by Government, but iii view oi the fiii.nicud stringency they were 
not able to give effect to the piojiosals of the Committee. The facilities 
for physical training are. howevm', provided at jne-^ent in Government 
as well as in noii-Governnient schools .K-corcling as the circumstances 
and finances permit. 

The Deputy Secretary to Governmenf, Education Department, 
Madras. —The importiuice of providing facilities for physical training 
in schools and colleges has been well vecognisi'd and that llie question 
has been engaging the constant attention ot 1hi^ Gnveimncnt. A 
summary of the mcasmes taken in fmtheiance of the object will be 
found in paragraphs 71 and 75 of the liejiorl on Public lh!<tructwn in 
the Madras Presulencij Jur the (juin<jiieniiium ending 1931-32. The 
subject is also noticed m pniugrapb 18(/) ol tlie Repifrl on Public 
Instructwh for 1932-33 and jtara 18(c) of the Report fur 1933 -31. 

The Secretary to Government, North-West-Frontier Province, Trans¬ 
ferred Departments, Nathiagali. —Facilities bu' jihysical training already 
exist in this Province. In all juiniary and secondary classes boys are 
given drill regularly every day under piojierly qualified drill instructors 
in high .schools and under te.ichers in middle and primary schools. In 
the thiee colleges of the Provinee regular Physical Instructors who 
have undergone a cour.se of training at Madras have been engaged. 

The Secretary to Government, Judicial, Police and General Depart¬ 
ments, H.E.H. The Nizam’s Government, Hyderabad (Deccan).

It is premature for me at 
this stage to enter into the financial aspect of the que.stion. or to say 
anything with regard to its apportionment between the two bodie.s. 
So I would like to keep this matter open for the tune being or +ill such 
time tha.t the Catalogue is ready for being sent to the press, when some 
sort of agreement could be arrived at in the matter. 

I have to acknowledge with thaiik.s the receipt of a copv of the 
Annual Report of the Board for the year 1934-35. forwarded with 
your said letter. T have read rvith intere.st the notes regarding the 
proposed Catalogue and 1 am one with the Librarians of Dacca and 
Lucknow Universities in saying that the difticultic.s imagined are not 
of such great magnitude as to hinder the ]'.rogre.s.s of the work. Rather 
1 should .say that these are not difficulties of a nature which cannot be 
easily surmounted. IVhen the Association has taken upon itself the 
task of preparing the Catalogue, it can be expected to realise the 
difficulties .st.indiug in the way. and how to nvercoriip them. ' 
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Starting Adult School Movement in India. 

Resolution XLIII of 1935 : 

Resolved that the letter of Mr. Eme.st Champness {re starting 
Adult School Movement in India) be forwarded to the 
Universities ro elicit their opinions. 

Summary of Replies Received : 

Agra.— Resolved that a copy of the letter be forwarded to the 
Colleges for an expression of opinion and the matter placed again before 
the Council at its next meeting. 

Aligarh. —Generally approved. The Department of Education 
of this University would he willing to eo-operate in the work of Adult 
Education. 

Allahabad. —The U niversity is whole-hearted]v in favour of the 
Adult School Movement and is willing to jirovide all facilities for the 
formation of “Study Adult Schools". Iti.^ not how'ever. in a position 
at present to provide funds for the purpose. 

Andhra. —Under consideration. 

Annamalai.— Recorded. 

Calcutta. —Und er considerati on. 

Madras.— The Syndicate is in favour of the movement to encourage 
rural uplift and adult education through an agency, .such as, a Study 
Adult School, which a College or a number of Colleges in any centre 
jointly might be able to create. 

Past and present raembens of the Universitv (past and present 
students of College”) should join to work m any centre. The moffussil 
Colleges might be requested to encourage such movements in the area 
and afiord facilities for voluntary work, such as by giving to the agencv, 
free accommodation, free use of hooks in library, lanterns or other 
articles for demonstration pui|)Oses. 

In addition, the Syndicate would favour the running of an educative 
course of a few months duration which will equip persons who take 
up the course, to enable them to do efficient work on rural uplift and 
adult education in areas in which they propo.se to work. The course 
might include lessons, in Sanitation, Hygiene .4grirulture. Veterinary 
Science, Fir.st .'\id Go-ojieration and Rural Economics. Heads of 
Departments in Government as well a.s University Departments might 
be requested to co-operate in the eondnet of the courses for a period 
of three months. 

Mysore. —The University is not in favour of organising adult schools. 
The question is one which relates to the work of the Department of 
Public Instruction, 
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Nagpur. —This University will be glad to have the benefit of the 
advice of any experts inAdult Education sent by National Adult School 
Union. But it coasidera that such movements are more fruitful when 
they owe. their origin to local initiative. 

Osmania.— The Committee appointed by the authorities of the 
University to consider this question finds it difficult to form any opinion 
regarding the scheme outlined in Mr. Champness's letter till the Hand¬ 
book referred to therein is publisheU 

It may, however, be stated that the Educataon Department is tackl¬ 
ing the problem and that there were 45 schools for adults during the last 
official year with 1,531 students. The uplift work is carried on by several 
agencies notably the Co-operative Credit and Agricultural Departments 
of the State. The Central (b-opcrative Tmion has devoted a good deal 
of attention to the matter and is maintaining, with the active co-opera¬ 
tion of the Educational Department, .six experimental centre.? for in¬ 
teresting villages in uplift problem.?. 

Panjab. —The Uni\ ersity would be glad to co-operate and discuss 
with the represi'utative o1 the National .4duU Pchool Union if he 
visited India, but that doubts were felt .a.s regards the .sucee,®? of the 
experiment jirojiosed ii' the letter, wa.s endorsed. 

Patna.— Re.solved that .-\dii!t Education, except in a few industrial 
centres where eni])loyers are prepaied to offer faoihtie.s and find support 
is not yet in the reiriou of practical )iolit)c,s in Bihar and Orissa. 

However sympatlietic Oovernment rvere to the movement—and 
no Government could la iin.svnijiathetic to a niovenieiit rvhiuh i.® meant 
to inspire grown-uii.® to be .something more than thev are now-—thev 
have no monev to .spaie for it? .support. Their first concern is with 
the education of children of ,schoo!-going age and until the ordinarv 
system of primary education is jilaced on .a satisfactory basis thev have 
no right to spend monev on the primary education of adults. Primary 
Education generally will onlv be satisfactory when the district boards 
receive larger grants from Govemment or are prejiared to raise monev 
by an education cess or rate. A.s regards the University, primarv 
education of adults does not rome within its purvieiv.

(1) The desire amoiiii illiterate adult.? for education. 

(2) Public intere.st m the problem of adult education. 

(3) A .siiK'ere band of selfles.? workers ready and willing to take 

up the work. 
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Representation to University of Cambridge re granting Privilege 
of AfRliation to Universities in the United Provinces. 

Copy of letter No. ]95jB-XLIT. doled the 'lf>ih April, 19.35, from the 
Secretary, Inter-TJmvcrsity Board, Indio. Mysore, to the Registrar. 
University of Cambridge, Cambridge. 

“I have the honour to coniinuiiicate to you the following resolution 
passed by the Inter-Universitv Board at their meeting held at Calcutta 
on the 28th February, 19.3.5 

Resolution No. XLIV 

Resolved that the I'niver.sity of Cambridge be requested to grant 
the privilege of aftiliation to Pas.s students of the Universities 
in the United Provinces. 

The question was considered by the Board on the initiative of 
the Vice-Chancellor of the University of Lucknow. It appears that the 
Cambridge University has withdrawn the privilege of iiftili.ition from the 
gradirates who were technically at a University in the United Proviucea 
of Agra and Oudh for two years only. In fairness to the Universities in 
the United Provinces it ought to he made clear that sulrstantially the 
periods of study in the different Universities in India do not differ. In 
most of the Universities—and this was true of the University of Allaha¬ 
bad till some years ago—the Intermediate classes form part of the regu¬ 
lar college course and so a student who took his B.A. degree four years 
after the Matiiculation technically .sati.sfied your requirement that a 
student should have passed three vears in a University and I understand 
that the privilege of affiliation i.s still c.\tcnded to Universities where 
Intermediate Colleges are parts of Universities. The Sadler Commission 
recommended that Intennediate Colleges should not form part of the 
Universities. This recommendution has been followed by some of the 
Universities in the United Provinces and it would be hardly fair to 
penalise them for accepting a recommendation of so distinguished a 
body as the Sadler C'ommi.ssion. Anyw.iy, I heg to point out that so 
far as the jieriod of study is conceriu-d, the Uiuversities in the U.P. 
satisfy your conditions for affiliation in spirit and therefore the Board 
trusts that thi.s repiesentatiou oiibehali of the tlniversities of the United 
Provinces of Agra and Oudh will be considered in a most sympathetii 
manner by your Ihiiversity.

London. 

The Indian Village Welfare Assoeiatioii offers a prize of Rs, 300 
for a drama, containing propaganda for the abolition of Child Marriage, 
the original work of a graduate of a recognized Universitv. 

The Association also offers a prize of Rs. 200 to students of recog¬ 
nized Universities for a similar drama, and is prepared to award a third 
prize of Rs. 100 for the second best play submitted provided it is of 
sufficient merit. 

If none of the plays submitted is considered suitable, no prize will 
be awarded ; in this matter, and in respect of the comparative merit of 
plays .submitted, the decision of the Indian Village Welfare Association 
shall be final. 

For pirrposes of this competition, the term "student ’ means anyone 
who, at the time of submitting his or her play, ha,s passed the matricula¬ 
tion examination of one of the recognized I’liiversities, is studying at 
an institution recognized by one of those I'niNcisities. and has not yet 
graduated. 

A play must be the original work of the graduate oi student com¬ 
peting and must bear ,i certificate to the effect that it complies with 
this condition. 

The play may he in English or ni any of the lollowing vernaculars 
Bengali, Hindi, Marathi, Tamil, Urdu, but il the original is not in 
English it must be accompauied by an English translation. 

Plays must be suitable for presentation on the stage before un¬ 
sophisticated village audiences ; the language msed should therefore 
be a.s simple as possible and technical terms or a necessity for using 
heavy or expensive apparatus .should be avoided. 

The subject should be treated in a general w'ay and should not be 
so handled as to be capable of being construed into an attack on anj 
particular community or on the followers of any particular religion. 

The length of the play should be such that the time takeu for per¬ 
formance on the stage .should not exceed two hours. 

The play, or [days, for which prizes are awarded shall become the 
property of the Indian Village Welfare Association, and may not be 
published or performed except with that Association’s sanction. 

The competition will remain open till si.x months after notification. 

Competitors .should send their plays to the Registrars of their

Resolution No. XLVI : 

"Resolved that the Government of India be requested to pay the 
usual Travelling Allowance to repro.sentative.? of the Universities on the 
Animal and Husbandry M'lng and Crops and Soils Wing of the Board 
of Agi'iculture and Animal Hiubandrv. 

At the time of requesting me to have the Cmversities’ representatives 
elected, you mentioned that their Travelling Allowance would not be 
borne by the Imperial Council of Agi'icultural Research. The Inter- 
University Board is not in a jiosition to pay the Travelling Allowance 
and the Universities do not feel justified in making any provision in 
their budgets for the T, A. to the representatives of the Universities 
in general. Tender the circumstances it comes to this that the elected 
representative.s of the liniversities have to bear their own expenses. 
This has naturally been found to be a hardship and the Board has 
resolved that the Go\^erunient of India should be requested to pay the 
Travelh'ng Allowance as in the case of the members of the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research. 

In this connection I may draw your attention to the Resolution 
No. XLIV passed by the lnter-Univer.«ity Board at their meeting held 
at Delhi in 1934 : 

“Resolved that in the opinion of the Board whenever Universities 
are requested to elect representatives to such bodies as the Indian 
Medical Council, the Universities concerned should not be required 
to pay the travelling allowance to their representatives.’’ 

In reply to this resolution, the Secretary to the Government of 
India, Department of Education, Health and Lands, was pleased to 
write as follows;— 
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‘’With reference to your letter No. 212, dated the 8th May, 1934, 
forwarding a copy of Resolution No.XLI V passed by the Inter-University 
Board, India, at their annual meeting, held at Delhi in March, 1934, 
on the subject mentioned above, 1 am directed to state that whenever 
Universities are a,shed to elect rejiresentatives to such bodies as the 
Medical Council of India, and the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research, the Universitie.‘< concerned are not ordinarily required to 
pay travelling allowances to their rejiresentatives." 

It is clear from the aboic that the Govermnent of India have been 
pleased to accept gcneially the principle that the University represen¬ 
tatives on all-India bodies should have their travelling eX[)enRcs paid 
by the Government of India. If the mcmlier'' themselves have to pay 
their T.A. some of them may be unwilling to incur this expenditure 
and they may not attend the meeting, in which case the purpose of 
having University representatives on the two wings of the Board of 
Agriculture and Animal Husbandry will not be realized. The Board 
trusts that the Government of India will be pleased to accept this 
recommendation of the Board. ’

for recruitment inter alia to the Indian Police. 

2. In reply 1 am to say that Botany and Zoology are already 
included in the list of subjects for the Indian Police Examination. As 
regards Geology the Government of India have ascertained that the 
number of candidates who took lower and higher Geology for the Indian 
Civil Service Examinations in India was none in 1932. three in 1933. 
two in 1931 and one in 1935, i.e.. a total of 6 in four examinations, 
These figures do not indicate any real demand for the inclusion of 
Geology in the syllabu.s of subject.'; for the Indian Police Examination. 

3. In the ab.sence of .such demand, the inclusion of Geology in 
the syllabus lor the Indian Police presents financial and administrative 
difficiiltie,s. The mere ,netting of a question jiaper in an additional 
.subject involves an expenditure of Rs. 100 and this absorb.s the whole 
of the examination fee.s of two candidates. Then* are. of course, other 
expense.s connected with the marking of .scripts, etc. Thus, when onlv 
one Cl two candidates apjieav. Government suffers a loss which would 
not be comjipii.sated by any advantage to be gained by the inclusion 
of Geology. 

■1. Moreover, vhen there are only one or two candidates their 
answers d.o not provide sufficient material on which to form a reliable 
ojiinioii vhetlier the marking is ajiproximntely on the same standard 
as r.i other .subjects. 

5. Eoi these rea.sons the Goveiunient of India i egret that they 
are unable to agree to the indii.wion of Geology m the li.st of .‘-uhjects 
for the Indian Police. 

6. As regards the inclusion of Natural i^cience .subjects in the 
.svllahu.s of siibject,s for other public examinations. 1 am to say that 
representations should be addre.ssed to the ajijiropriate departments 
of the Governmerif of India.’"

Lodge, Aligarh, at noon on Monday, the 21th February 1936. Before 
the proceedings began the Chairman. Mr. R. Littlehailes referred in 
feeling terms to the great loss sustained by the Board through the death 
of Dr. A. C. AVoolner, who wa.s a member of the Board since the year 
1926 and wa.s Chairman of the Board during the years 1928-30. Prof. 
G. H. Tjanglev’s letter associating himself with the Board’s resolution, 
appreciating the services of Dr. AVoolner to Indian education was also 
read before the Board. The member.s standing, a resolution was passed

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placing on record the very distinguished services rendered to the Board 
by Dr. Woolner. The Board also resolved to convey its heartfelt 
sjTnpathy to the University of the Panjab. 

T)r. Ztadddin Ahmed’.s Address . 

Dr. Ziauddin Ahmed, Vice-Chancellor of the Muslim University, 
Aligarh, in welcoming the members of the Board, .spoke as follows: 

“I w'elcome you all, gentlemen, representatives of the various Indian 
Universities, on behalf of the Aligarh Muslim University. I wish that 
your efforts may be crowned with success. The Aligarh town is very 
different from the seats of learning of other Universities. Aligarh has no 
hotel, no restaurant, no jilace of historic or social interest. We are in the 
middle of uncultivated Oosar land and we hope that the modern science 
of Agriculture will one day tran.sform it into gardens and parks. The 
town itself offers ven’ few peculiarities except one that there is no 
possibility of having good drainage, as topographiciilly it i.s lower than 
the .surrounding country and blocked by canals on nil side.s. But you 
perhaps all know that .Aligarh is famous for two things • [a] butter, and 
(6) University, and among modern industries 1 may perhaps add locks. 
This University, though coniiiaratively young, is developed on the old 
Aligarh College which played an important part in the progress of the 
education of this country. The Aligaih College was estahlished as a 
residential institution on the modelof Colleges in ('ambridgi' anil Oxford. 
The institution emphasised the study of Muslim culture and Muslim 
religion, but its doors have always remained open to all. We alwat's 
had a fair representation of non-Muslims in the staff and among the 
.students of the Univcnsity. W'e have two special liostels lor Hindu 
students and some of the noii-Muslim students themselves jirefer to 
live in ordinary hostels with the Muslim .students Thev are all .subject 
to the University discifilme but thev are not required to .^tudv Muslim 
Theology or observe Muslim religious observations, 

■‘We have several academic problems to solve which aie unique to 
this institution. We first started as a uiiicollegiate University, unitary 
in teaching and unitary in residence, under one Principal called Pro- 
Vice-Chancellor. We have now sp'lit up the residential .side into several 
Halls of residence under Provosts, which are very much like college.s in 
Cambridge and Oxford without teaching. The teaching side is carried 
on departmental-wise in the .same manner as in modern English and 
Continental Universities. But we have still to find out some form of 
liaison between the teaching staff and the students .similar to what 
existed in the College days. We have no faculti^ organisation and all 
departments are independent and sometimes jealous of each other, 
and consequently as the Hon’ble Mr. Raghavendra Eao remarked “there 
i,s not sufficient co-ordination between different departments ’. The 
two important points with which we are now faced are : (a) to establish 
co-ordination between various departments and (b) to bring the teaching 
staff more in touch with the residential life of the students. I am

The Chairman’s Address. 

Mr. Littlehailes, the Vice Chancellor ot the Madras University, and 
Chairman of the Board, thanked the Aligarh Umver.sity for its generous 
hospitality and in explaining the objects of tlie meetings of the Inter- 
University Board, said that the most important a.spect from the edu¬ 
cationist’s point of view was to compare experience,s. to exchange 
views, to learn from each other, and to as.si.st each other. It was 
moreover all the more useful to see at first hand the working of 
another University and to discuss w'ith eaiU other matters of policy in 
University education in India and thereby to secure a common policy 
— unity but not uniformity. 
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Discussing the limitations of the Indian Universities, he said that 
each University had its own Act drawn up by the Legislature ol its own 
province or that of all India ; its own policy, as set forth and circum¬ 
scribed by its Act of Incorporation, and also much more important 
its own aims and objects, based upon the structure, and restricted by 
the achievements of secondary education, in the areas from which the 
University drew its undergraduates. ‘‘A University does not stand 
by itself in an educational system ; it has, on the one hand, the limi¬ 
tations of the secondary educational sj'stem on which it stands, and side 
by side with it the orher Universities of India, and other institutions 
for higher education like the Institute of Science, Bangalore, with which 
it must co-operate in the common aim of all Uuiver.sity education—thi' 
advancement of learning and the making of men ol character and ol 
high ethical standard.s who will form the leaders of our political and 
social life.” 


He described the diversity of structure in Indian Universities. 
(1) Leaving aside the ancient foundations, modc-'-n University educa¬ 
tion. in India dates Iroiii the foundation in the same year of the 
Universities of Calcutta, Bombay and Madras as purely affiliating 
Universities with no teaching functions, (2) other t niversities, 
f.g., Allahabad and the Panjah weie set up on the same model, (3) the. 
older Universities began themseh'es to teach and research and not leave 
teaching and research to be conducted only through their iiflihatcd 
colleges, (4) Aligarh and Benare.^ were founded, one to e.vpress the ideals 
of higher Muslim education and the other to express the ideals of higher 
Hindu education : (3) other Universities were instituted as offshoot,s 
of the then existing I’niversities with the niain ideas of reducing the 
administrative areas of the older Universities and ol self-development 
on a policy of their own which might be essentially diflereiit fioni 
previous policies, (c.^., Osiiiama) or scarcely ilifieimg from previous 
policies Mv.sore) and (C) the idea of a unitary Univeisity was set 
forth and Universities like Lucknow and Dacca we.-e .set up so that 
at the present time there are now .seventeen Univeisitie.s in Iiidm. 


There are in India to-day at least five distinct types ot Universities, 
t\ie classi&cation being made atcoidmg to (U the location oi the Uni¬ 
versity and it.s College.s and (2) the direct eontiul and appointment ol 
teaching stafT, r.e., aecoiding to whethet the Univci.siiy is itself diricflv 
responsible for teaching (unitary Univeisitiesj or whether its lesponsi 
tjUity is exercised through a,s.sociated Colleges. 
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New colleges would do well to set themselves up in centres where colleges 
already existed. College individuality could be expressed through 
residential halls or hostels or even by the appointment (in a federal 
University) of University teachers subject to their possession of some 
minimum qualification or their approval bv the academic authority of 
a University. Some Mis'^ion Colleges which arc supported by several 
Missions have solved the difficulty of ajijiointments of staff in this 
manner, each supporting Mi,ssion being responsible for the appointment 
of the person w'ho is to hold a named post on the staff. 

Referring to some of the recent Indian University Acts which arc 
obviously based upon the Acts of some of the modern Universities of 
Great Britain, Mr. Littlehailes asked if they were ipiite suitable for India 
with its vast uneducated population and limited franchi.se. He further 
asked if these Acts would not result in administration of Universities 
being handed over to bodies on which persons sit who were quite unfitted 
for their ta.sk, persons who Were unable to consider University jiolicy on 
academic and ethical grounds, who concentrated on questions of patronage 
and political policy to the detriment of principles and standards of Uni¬ 
versity education and administration, who were in fact inexperienced 
politicians rather than educated stafesmen. He furthei {lointed out 
that the Unhersity Senates and Courts had to be trained to value wis¬ 
dom, integrity and imagination in their rei>resentatives on the Executive 
bodies of the Universities: the\ had to realise that their representatives 
might at times have to sacrifice what ajipears to be and indeed might be 
immediate interests ot their own University in order to further the 
common good of all higher education and to raise the ethical standard of 
academic life in India. 

In coiiclu.sion. Mr. Littlehailes comiiarefl the Inter-University 
Board to the League of Nations—members of the League were representa¬ 
tives of different forms of Government with different con,stitutions and 
with different policies; they met however with a common aim; the 
maintenance of peace. “Members of this Board represent different kinds 
of LfniveTsitie.s. with different constitutioms and policies: we .sit together 
to deliberate and discuss matters of common policy and mutual good, 
The members of the Imiversity Board assemble to find ways and means 
to maintain a high ethical standard in higher education in India, and 
to endeavour to secure the advancement of knowledge and-research.”

" I think the nttentioii of the Intei -L'niveiKity Boai d, in coibuleriu^' 
the question of iinifomiity of pre-medical .studies, might be drawn to 
the syllabuses in the subjects of Chemistry, Phy.sics and Biology suggested 
by the Conference of representatives of the Cniversities of Oxford, 
Cambridge and London tor other bodie.s, and published in their report 
as Appendix A(l), (2) and (31 The Indian Cniversities at present, 
having retjuired a preliminary standard of the Intermediate examination, 
(Inter-Science. lnt.er-.\rt.s or Intermediate) including Chemistry and 
Physics, take very different views of the iurthei instruction in the ' Basic 
Sciences' which it is necessary to impart to their medical students, 
indicating very varying reliance on the standard already attained in 
the 'Intermediate' examination. Lucknow and Panjab Cniversities 
give no further instruction—the lormer has a purely competitive entrance 
examination. Bombay gives instruction in Organic Chemistry only foi 
2 terms, .synchronous with the commencement ot the medical course 
proper, Patna gives a six months' course in Botany and Zoology only, 
with certain exem|)tioii.s if the .■subjects have been taken in the Inter- 
Science or B.Sr., while Organic Chemistry is taught in the first year, 
of the medical course. Madras and Andhra give a six months' course 
in all three "basic subjects. Rangoon and Calcutta insist on a full year's 
study, the la.st named including Organic Chemistry, the other three 
teaching that subject in the first year of the medical cour.‘'e. It should 
be pos.sible to arrange a Syllabus in tliese subjects for the Inter-Science, 
medical group, so that there woidd be no need for further instruction 
in them, the examination to include a practical and oral test. Where 
necessary, the University could hold a preliniiiuir}' competitive "pre- 
medical’ examination, including practical and oral te.st. One year would 
be saved—Organic and Physical Cheniistri' would remain in the 
medical course.”

"I have the honour to forward copie.' of a conesjjOiiriMK'c relating 
to the institution by the rarnegie Foumlatiou of thirty-six fellowships 
intended for displaced (fernian scholars. fhi the sujiposition that 
Indian Universities too would be included in this .sclieiiie. 1 have taken 
steps to procure a fellowship at one of the Indian I niversities for a 
distinguished German scholar. Dr. Hernianii Gudz, who is now tempo¬ 
rarily employed a.s a Conservator at the Keiii Institute. Leyden. From 
a later letter it appears, however, that Indian Universities were not 
meant to be included in the sclienie. 

I am confident that, in c.i.se yoiiv I nivei.sity Board shcuild decide 
to approach the Carnegie Foundation, while jioiiiting out the importance 
of the above .scheme being extended to Indian L niveisities. «uch a recjiiest 
would no doubt receive due consideration. If lu'cessary. the siipjiort 
of leading Sanskrit .scholars in America. Eurojie and India could un¬ 
doubtedly be secured. In the (.ISC of Di. Heiniann Gadz there are two 
Universities, those of Lahore and I.uekiiow. (out of the lour adclres.sed 
by me) w hich proved to be vei v anxious to secure has .services for a period 
of three vear.s. The case of Di. Goetz is caie out of many. It is 
evident that the einjiloviiient ol displacecl (himan scholars in this 
manner will not onlv benefit the Indian I nivei.sities. lint will also be 
beneficial to research in the carioii.s domains ol liidiun studies.

“The Secretary iii New York ot the Carnegie t'orporation loi the 
British Empite has indicated that his tiustees will consider f.avonrabh' 
thirtv-six ap]ilications from Emjiire I nivei.sities for three-yeai fellow¬ 
ships for tile displaced Geinian Scholars and Scientists. The value of 
these fellowship.s will be about 150 pound .steiling per annum. The 
trustees do not rec(uire the Universities to commit themselves to res¬ 
ponsibility for the support of the selected scliolar.s after the expiry of 
the fellow'ships. It is not yet clear if this offer applies to Universities 
and research stations in the colonies and mandated teiTitories. as well 
as in the Dominions, but it is urgent that apjilications Irom the Domi¬ 
nion Univer.sities should be made without delay. 

This Council has been officially recognised ns the International 
centre ot infoirnation on disjilacc-d scholars, and ha.s detailed dossieis 
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iwailable concerning the present position and qualifications ol most 
of the available persons. To assist in this selection ol the fellows and 
to avoid overlapping in the applications, it has been proposed that the 
applications from the Empire Vniversitiee should be transmitted through 
the offices of the Council to the Carnegie Corporation. 

\Vc feel that this generous offer .should be used to the fullerst 
advantage both of the Empire and of the Cerman scholars, and that 
therefore only fully suitable persons should be introducer! to cutireh' 
appropriate departments. In selecting candidates, weight must be 
given m addition to high scientific r|uahfication‘‘. to personal riualif- 
cations (including age. adaptability, and tamilv circum.staiice.^).

Ill addition to iiotityiiig the Principal.- ot the Empire Universities 
of the offer ol the Carnegie Triistee.s. we hope it will be jiossibleto bring 
it to the attention of the heads ol depaitiuents who would welcome 
as their guest a Cernian .scholar and would take an iiiteiest in his future.

' In Deceiuber 1934. the Rector and Senate of the Lpvden Univer- 
sit\ were informed bv the Seerc-rarv of the Academic Assistance Council 
that the Trustees ol the Carnegie Corporatioii would consider favour¬ 
ably tliirfy-six applications Irom Empire Universitie.s for three-r’ear 
lellowships foi displaced Geriiiaii scholars.

the Panjab University, As however, there appears to exist some 
misunderstanding with regard to the procedure to be followed, I have 
asked Di. IVoolner to make an a'pplieation direct to yon and to mention 
in it the particular reasons which would make it especially valuable 
for Dr. Goetz to work at the Panjab University, I t'xpect that this 
application will reach yon in the first half of March, 

A point on which we are uncertain is whether the Indian Univei'- 
sities are included in the Carnegie Corporation's proposals. M’e hope 
that this is the case, as Dr. Goetz's studies pertain mainly to the field 
of Indian History and it could bp of the greatest benefit to his researches 
if through the generosity of the Carnegie Corporation he were enabled 
to make a prolonged stay at an Indian University. In this connexion 
I may mention that some of the leading Universities of the United 
State,? have informed us that ihev would be glad to avail themselves 
of Dr, Goetz's services in case they were provided with the necessary 
funds. But I understand that American Universities are not included 
in the present scheme."

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APPENDIX F. 

Interpretation of Terms 'Birth’ and ‘Domicile’. 

There is a distinct tendency in the Indian Universities as 
well as in the Provincial Governments to give preference to 
persons of their own province or to their own graduates, even, 
at times, to the exclusion of persons coming from other pro¬ 
vinces or graduates of other Universities. The popular view, 
however, is that India forms ultimately one national and ])olitical 
unit. It is important to consider whether an Indian can lie 
considered to belong only to one province under the conditions 
of the present day, when business and official duties require so 
many to change their place of residence from time to time. 

As things are, it seems possible for an individual originating 
in a province A, who has sjient his active life in another 
province B, to find, on returning to live in A that his children, 
having received the first portion ol their education in B and passed 
the qualifying examinations in B, are not accepted bv University 
institutions in A, 

We have, also, to consider the cases of jjeople who, whether as 
Government servants or in piivato employment in all-India businesses 
are transferred from place to place. In the instance cited by the 
Surgeon-General with the Government of Bombay (see pp. 169-171 of 
the Report ol the Board for 1931-.35), a person stationed in the Panjab 
was transferred tn Bombay. His son, a matriculate of the Panjab, 
met witli considerable difficulty in pursuing his University course in 
Bombay. This is a very unde.sirable state of affairs. 

Universities should be prepared to admit th children of parents 
bono-fide residing in the pronince at the im" of admission without 
requiring any pievious term of residence. It is suggested that a 
recommendation to tins effect should be made by the Intor-University 
Board to all the Indian Universitie.s.

‘ You will no doubt be aware that an Inter-University Cricket 
Cha!npion«liip of India is being conducted now under the auspices of 
the Board of Control for Cricket in India. The final for the South 
Zone is to be played on the 7th, 8th and 9th instants between Madras 
and Mysore Universitie.s in Madras. 

The qualification rule.s for the Championship will be found on page 
11 of the Brochure published by the Board of Control. Under Rule 3 
of the above rule.®. "A Cricketer rep’esenting a Univer.sity must be a 
bona-filf student of a College or Collegiate Institution affiliated to the 

University and regularly attending lectures;.’ In the course 

of the selection of the University Team, the f|Ue.stion was rai.scd whether 
candidates pursuing a regular course of studv in a College (which is not, 
however, a course recognised by the University) and u'ho do not 
prepare for a Unii'cr.sity Degree or Bxanun.ation. arc eligible to 
represent a University under the above Rule 3. It wa.s interpreted 
bv this University that such .students eunnot be conRuiered eligible. 
The Board ot Control lor Cricket in Indie,. vhieli was addressed on the 
subject, has. houever. ruled that these .students satisfy the rule and 
a.R Rueh .are eliail'le for inilusion in a Ciuversity Team. 

It is .sugge.vted that the (jiie.stion of addre.ssing the Board of Control 
for Cricket in India foi the amendment of Rule 3 with a view to exclud¬ 
ing from liber-lYiivev.dtv Competition in futiiic. students ot Colleges 
who are not taking a eourse recognized by a University and who do 
not prepare lor a IMiversitv Examinaiioii, be considered by the Inter- 
University Board. 1 shall be glad if you will kindly jilace the matter 
before the Board and let me knov its deebion in due course.
